On the 6th July, 1983, Shri Shyam Kaiit Tripathl, Station 
Officer. Baria, DistL Ballia, received infomation that 
dacoit leader Rakesh Singh, with his five associates was 
hiding in b house in village Bhuwan Ka Tola. He imme¬ 
diately organised available police force and rushed to the 
viUagie. Ue left instructions that the neighbouring Station 
Officer of Police Station Reoti should also be requested to 
rush to the spot with the police force. Both the Station 
Officers reached Bhuwan Ka Tola and cordoned off the 
house, where the c rimlnala were hiding. Shri SlMtm Kant 
Tripathl with police party entered the house and found that 
except one room, all the rooms of the house, were thrown 
open. Shri Shyam Kant Tripathl and Shri Rama Shanker 
Ciwivedi, alongwi^ their respective police parties took 
positions inside the house and challenged the dacolts to 
surrender. The crimihala suddenly opened the door and 
started firing on the police party. The dacolts were in 
a secure position Inside the room. Shri Tripathl asked one 
of his subordinates to have a hole bored jn the roof of the 
room but in the process he was injured. Although both the 
Station Offleera were injured in the encounter but they re¬ 
mained firm at the posldons. A few dacolts suddenly broke 
covers and dashed out In the open firing at the police. Thr«« 
of them were shot dead by the police firing. One dUcoit 
shouted for surrender. Shri Tripathl suspended the fire 
and aUowcd the dacoit to come out. But instead of sur¬ 
rendering he started firing at the police party and made bid 
to escape. He was chased and shot degd. After the firing 
had ceased ta search was made of the house and six dacolts 
were found dead. One revolver, two SBBL guns, one rifle, 
two country made pistols and huge quantity of cartridges were 
recovered from the house. 

In this encounter Shri Shyam Kant Trlpathi, Sub-Insitector 
and Shri Rama Shanker -Dwivedi, Sub-Inspector, exlubited 
conspicuous bravery, courage and devotion to duty of a 
high order.

On hearing the informa¬ 
tion of the deserters. Shri Arun Dugar, Supdt. of Police, 
Alwar, flashed intelligence to his force and to the neighbour- 
(ng districts to look out for and intorcfipt the deserters, The 
deserters were in a highly frenzied and agitated mind due 
to rumours regtarding the affairs of their concerned State. 

A group of 15 deserters commandeered a unit yehicle and 
proceeded towards Viratnagar. Another group riippcd 
through the police checkpoints and headed towards Sikor 
district.

A band of misauided armed (Defencol troops posted at 
Alwar became restive and deserted their posts on the lOth 
June, 1984 in Unit vehicles alonttwith. largo auantity of aoto- 
matiic. .arms and. ammunition. A truck of such deserters num¬ 
bering twelve had managed to forcibly slip through the police 
check-points at Bhoratharl into the Sikar district areas. 

On the nth Juno. 1984, Shri Padam D. Shanna, Supdt. of 
police, Sikar, received informatton about this incident at CaijiiJ 
Reengus, He immediately alongwith Shri Jala Ram. Sub-Ins¬ 
pector, and a small police fore®, proceeded to the spot with a 
view to check the further move of the deserters. The deserters, 
who arrived In a vehicle, were intercepted by Shri Sharma and 
the, deserters’ vehicle, which was heading towards Manda 
village. On finding no pucca road ahead, the deserters stopped 
the vefficle and flmd at the police party. Shri Sharma orderdd 
his men to return the fire inspite trf meagre number and being 
no match in firepower. The deserters thereafter took to the 
Nationai. Hl^way towards &kar. As the deserters’ vehicle pro- 
gieseed on this road, it was pandwitched between this police 
party and the poUce party led by Shri Rameshwar Singh, 
Deputy Su^t. of police, which reached the spot to engage the 
deserters at Pakana village. The attempt to escape by the 
deiserters was thwarted by the police parties. The deserters 
then fired at the police party in desperarlou. The police party 
returned the fire, killing the vehicle driver. As a result, the 
vehicle overturned and 10 deseters were c^tured. One deserter 
was killed when he tried to escape, while the other wa.s 
captured later on 20 Carbine Machine guns, 10 SLRiS and 3l3 
hand grenades were recovered from them. 

In this incident Shri Padam D. Sharma, Supdt. of police, 
and Shri Ja)a Ram, Sub-Inspector, exhibited conspicuous gal¬ 
lantry. courage and devotion to dutv of a high order. 

These awards are made for gailanfry under rule .|(i) of the 
rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse- 
quentlv carry with them the special allowance admissible under 
njle 5, with effect from the 11th June, 1984.
